In addition to 
these there were seventy other stallions 
in the State whose get won a total of 
$199,334; including second and third mon- 
eys, several of their progeny ‘having 
run no better than third. Adding to 
this the previous sum of $419,635 for the 
nineteen sires whose get exceeded 310, 
000 each, we have eighty-nine sires in 
the State whose get won a grand total 
of $618,969, or nearly 22 per cent. of all 
the money hung up for running races in 
America. 

This is a great showing for one State 
to make, more especially a young State 
like California, which did not have a 
thoroughbred horse within her boun- 
daries till forty-two years ago, while 
Kentucky has been breeding them for 
eighty years, and Virginia 150. I was 
at the St. Louis races one day in 1885, 
when the California horses—Jim ug- 
las, Volante and Santa Anita Belle— 
c ed off three races out of five. Af- 
ter the Baldwin filly had scored the 
third California victory of the day. I 
overheard an- old gentleman, near me, 
talking loudly with many gestures.

He proceeded along the 
seashore as far north as it was pos- 
sible to get, and at the foot of a bluff 
between one hundred and two hun- 
dred feet high, against which the 
waves dashed, he located his present 
wharf. Mr. Huntington moved from 
San Pedro because he found the loca- 
tion better adapted to his exclusive 
ness; 

“Fourth—I favor San Pedro because 
the engineer board, over which Col. 
Mendell, a veteran of the corps, pre- 
sided, settled upon that location as 
better; because a second board, con- 
sisting of five members, over which 
the present Chief of Engineers pre- 
sided, reached a conclusion, differing, 
it is true, in details, but substantially 
in accord with that of Mendell’s. 

“Fifth— Because my own  judg- 
ment, after careful study and compari- 
son with personal information, accords 
with the result teached by the agents 
of the government.

CLEVELAND WILL RUN. 


As the days go by the handwriting 
on the Democratic wall becomes 
clearer.

“Third—That failing, to nominate Mr.

“The friends of Secretary Olney, of 
ex-Secretary Whitney and of ex-Gov. 
Russell of Massachusetts, who, under 
favorable circumstances, might wish 
to work for the selection of their favor- 
ites, all understand that the President 
has arranged his plans on the lines 
which I have just described, and this 
state of affairs necessarily precludes 
the pressing of any other candidate 
from the wing of the party to which 
the President belongs.”

Other things being equal, it is 
probable that nine-tenths of our citi- 
zens would prefer Santa Monica, It is 
more directly in the line of the city’s 
growth; it is popular as a favorite sea- 
side resort, and extending from the city 
to Santa Monica is one of the most at- 
tractive valleys in Southern California, 
already traversed by an electric road. 
Yet, in spite of these facts, at least 
nine-tenths of our citizens are deliber- 
ately opposed to the location of the gov- 
ernment deep-water harbor at Santa 
Monica.

tion, That letter, being a private com- 
munication from son to father and 
brother, we have not felt that we could 
honorably make it public. The receiv~ 
ers of the letter are at perfect liberty to 
do so, providing they print it intact. 
In justice to our present position, it 
must be stated with emphasis that no 
one letter embraces all the reasons for 
our inability to accept another com- 
mand, but that letters covering a period 
of nearly two years peat, and also 
those of a later date n the Zist of 
January are necessary to an under- 
standing of the situation, especially the 
letter of April 5, 1896. 

“Upon receipt of orders to leave 
America, we wrote a letter dated Jan- 
uary 10, asking if international head- 
quarters had taken into consideration 
all the consequences of the change of 
command at that particular time. The 
feeling toward England then existing 
in this country, the heavy financial re- 
sponsibility of our new building, and 
our own peculiar and unfortunate re- 
lations with the general, from whom 
we had received no communication of 
any character for nearly six months, 
made it appear to as a most unfortu- 
nate and fll-advised step. This letter 
was followed by others from us stat- 
ing that we were preparing to fulfill 
their orders, and to relinquish our 
command. 

On Janu 31 we wrote to London 
stating some of our reasons for being 
unable conscientiously to accept an- 
other command, but making plain that 


we did not wish to injure the army, 
To preclude the possibi of 
the statement being made that 


we were unwilling to obey or- 
ders, or the prospects of leaving this 
country, was the cause of dissatisfac- 
tion, we wrote the following par h 
in this same letter, January. 31: ‘It 
must not be said at any time that we 
have left because we were unwilling to 
leave America. This would be untrue, 
for we have made no remonstrances, 
nor have we refused.’ It should be 
carefully remembered: 

“First—That London's resenta- 
tives, after they had precipitated the 
whole transaction, and forced us from

A Resident of Coronado Who Knows 
the Cave. 

Among the telegraphic dispatches 

published in The Times on March 30 

last was one dated Salina, Kan., stat- 


ing that the people living in and near | 


the town of Hope, near: Salina, in Dick- 
inson county, were excited over the be- 
lief that a large amount of treasure 
was hidden in a cave near that town. 
In reference to this Charles Parisot of 


Coronado Beach, Cal., writes The Times. 
the following: 


Allow me to tell you what I know

a) faction and joy in the gospel of Christ. 
1 The gospel is called a great“ feast 
| or supper. It was great in its author, 
having been made by God the creator 
of all things. It was great in its cost. 
having been made possible by the blood 
of Christ. It was great as an expres- 
sion of grace, God having gratuitously 
@onferred it as a blessing upon the 
race. It was great in the breadth of 
its invitation, Lay tae race being 
comprehended in 
Then it was a prepared feast, made 
ready for the race by God. Before the 
foundation of the world God 
planned it. He used forty centuries in 
preparing the world for its reception. 
Bach nation played some part in the 
world’s preparation for the coming 
€hrist. The Jews prepared the world 
religiously,the Greeks intellectually and 
the Romans politically. |

price. To refuse it is to turn away 
from God and be 
presence. 
FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 
Rev. Burt Estes Howard addressed a 
large congregation, choosing for the 
“text Matt. v. 3. Blessed are the poor 
in spirit; for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven.” Poverty has no meaning in 
our ordinary speech except a destitu- 
tion of money. A rich man is a man 80 
‘quoted in Bradstreet’s or Dun. A poor 
man is a man without coin or property 
that can be converted into cash. And 
yet we all of us know that one may be 
rich in things and yet be miserably 
poor asa man. Or he may be abso- 
lutely penniless and at the same time 
‘rich in ‘true manhood. It was just be- 
Cause we are all the time getting down 
on the animal plane in making our esti- 
amate that Jesus started His sermon on 
the Mount with this. blessing on the 
poor in spirit. He was trying to teach 
‘them that the rich things are the things 
that are not seen, the spiritual facts of 
life. He found the world much like it 
is now, a big arena where men are 
everything and struggling to scrape to- 
gether as much stuff as they could, and 
‘where they were trading off body and 
time and brain and sometimes soul for 
a heap of things that they had to leave 
before they had much opportunity t 
enjoy them. = 
He proposed to set up a kingdom in 
which the prevailing spirit was love 
and the dominant law sacrificial and al- 
truistic. The first thing to be done was 
to change the mind of men as to the 
4 Value of things as compared with them- 
aS selves. So He shifted the definition of 
| poverty from a mere destitution of nat- 
ural things to the lack of qualities and 
spiritual factors that contribute to a 
‘completed manhood. The reason of this 
is plain. The establishment of a king- 
dom of love and service in the world, 
where the goal of attainment is prop- 
erty, rather than personal soul, is an 
impossibility. Just so long as the 
Values of life are measured in things, 
and the stress of life is found in an 
effort to secure things, just so long will 
there be a selfish struggle of man 
against his brother. When men come 
to see that ‘they are sons of God, that 
life gets all its value from this possi- 
bility to unfold into the divine; that 
things are of worth only as ministers to 
the larger, truer end of existence, then 
will the strife and inhumanity of man 
to man springing from the greed for 
more gold, be done away and the re- 
_, public of God will be set up in the earth. 
3 Poverty of spirit, of manhood, or di- 
Vine sonship, is the beggary that we 
take least account of, and yet it is the 
only poverty that can seriously affect 
a man’s real self. The man who is poor 
in spirit, who feels the lack of spiritual 
forces and attainments, has ‘“‘come to 
himself.“ The man who defines pov- 
/. -erty not by a scarcity of bonds and 
Stock, houses and lands, but by a lack 
5 dt personal soul and mind and heart has 
gotten to know that God's world is a 
moral world, and that value cannot be 
“computed in things, but in the use of 
things. 
This poverty of spirit, or conscious- 
ness of it, is a matter of self-revela- 
tion. It is not a cause for discourage- 
ment, but for aspiration. With the 
consciousness of his own poverty comes 
‘the consciousness of his own possibil- 
8 . §ty, and by a strange paradox, the more 
a man comes to know the richness that 
lies in the mines of form and ‘color and 
technical skill, the more does the sense 
of his own lack press upon him. The 
higher the man thinks the mountain, 
the higher do the peaks seem above his 
climbing. The soul that becomes eas- 
fly and early satisfied with its spiritual 
: ‘attainment misses the possibility of its 
= being; but the man who sees himself 
ss a child of God, and who measures 
the evolution of his life by his ap-

Of what use can 
we be as Christians without the con- 
scious pardon of our own sin? It is 
the divine purpose that every saved 
soul should become a soul-saving 
agent. We are here to lead others to 
accept a present personal salvation. 
But how can we give to others what we 
do not consciously possess. We must 
have the experimental verities of re- 
ligion if we would win the world to 
Christ. Men want religious instruc- 
tion only from witnesses to its saving 
power. Is it reasonable that God 
would defeat His own plan by depriv- 
ing us of the one qualification for doing 
the work for which He has placed us 
here? God has also commanded us to 
grow in grace, to be puré, to be holy. 
But higher attainments in the Chris- 
tian life are not to be expected from 
those who have not attained assured 
salvation. We can be in no position 
to seek Christian perfection until we 
know our sins are forgiven. It would 
be presumption for them to ask the 
highest privilege of God’s children 
without knowing that they belonged 
to His family. A spirit perplexed 
with doubts and fears is paralyzed in 
its efforts to attain moral purity. 
God, who urges us forward, must as- 
sure us that we are on the right road. 
He who demands holiness must have 
supplied the essential condition. No 
one can doubt that it is the purpose of 
God to honor His Son and prosper His 
church. Christ's glory is forever 
linked with the success of His earthly 
ingdom. This success depends upon 
eveloping a chosen generation, a royal 
priesthood,-a peculiar people, showing 
forth the praises of Him who called 
us out of darkness into His marvelous 
light. The crowning glory of the 
Master is the holiness and happiness 
of His church, which He has pur- 
chased with His own blood. But this 
sublime condjtion is dependent upon 
Christian assurance, the central idea 
of the Wesleyan revival and the com- 
mon privilege of believers in Christ. 
PACIFIC GOSPEL UNION. 

A union mass-meeting was held in 
the First Congregational Church yes- 
terday afternoon. Miss M. L. Richards 
of Boston, the founder of four Bethany 
Rescue Missions, spoke on “Incidents 
in Slum Work.” “I-do not believe in 
feeding the idle for nothing; neither 
believe I in turning a destitute fellow, 
who wants work, away. A poor. 
wretched drunken young man came to 
our Boston Mission. We gave him 
something to eat, cared for him; he was 
led to Christ.. Who was he? The son 
of one of the prominent judges of Mas- 
sachusetts today; that young man is a 
member of the church, serving God. 
His mother was in despair over her 
lost boy, but God restored him, and 5000 
others in eight months. In Los Ange- 
les, at the Pacific Gospel Union, a man 
told me that for eighteen years he 
taught school, fell through drink, but 
was won wholly to Christ, and is now 
studying for the ministry. Three 
young men on the verge of suicide were 
saved to lives of industry. Right here 
in Los Angeles, six hundred and over, 
since Mr. Mason's superintendency, 
have commenced a new life; some 
turned from a criminal life. To many 
unemployed, it is starve, steal or sui- 
cide, unless some friendly hand is held 
out, and Mr. Mason seeks to aid this 
class, who want work, but can’t get it. 
The woodyard for men, the laundry, or 
mending factory for the women, is the 
aim of the mission.. As a stranger, I 
appeal to you to hold up this humanita- 


rian work. It is the Master's work.“ 


Superintendent Mason spoke at the 
evening service on “The Almighty One, 
Able to Save From Sin.’’ | 
Y. W. C. A. 
The Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation gospel meeting yesterday after- 
noon, opened with a song service and 
prayer by Mrs. L. A. Ross. After a 
solo by Miss Elizabeth Kimball, Mrs.

They were words 
addressed to one who was the risen 
Christ, but who was not recognized as 
such by those addressing Him. There 
is a little village a few miles outside 
of Jerusalem named Emmaus. It was 
‘a favorite suburban resort for the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. Along the path 
which led from Emmaus to Jerusalem 
we see two pilgrims engaged in earnest 
conversation about the strange events 
which had taken place in Jerusalem. 
They had seen Him whom they had ex- 
pected to deliver their nation from the 
Roman yoke die upon the cross in the 
bitter agonies of a crucifixion. They 
had seen the mysterious darkness 
which shrouded the land at the time of 
that crucifixion; they knew that the 
veil of the temple had been rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom when 
Jesus expired on the cross. All this 
formed the subject of their deep and 
earnest conversation. A stranger ap- 
proaches and joins in the conversation, 
who rebukes them for their lack of 
faith in not knowing from the records 
of their own scriptures that it was nec- 
essary for the Messiah to die before He 
entered into His glory. He explains 
the prophecies to them in detail. Soon 
they arrive at their abode, and as. it 
is getting late, they importune Him: 
Abide with us for it is toward even- 
ing, and the day is far spent.” He 
consents and, entering in their home, 
He takes bread and blesses it, and 
breaks it and gives it to them, and then 
their eyes are opened and they recog- 
nize in the stranger the risen Christ. 
There are many lessons to Jearn from 
this walk to Emmaus. One is. that 
which was so eloquently presented last 
Sunday by the bishop, namely, the pos- 
sibility of being with Jesus and yet. not 
recognizing Him. ‘But very frequently, 
after He has departed, we become con- 
scious of His being with us, and our 
lack of perception. Did not our hearts 
burn within us,” asked the disciple, 
“when He talked with us the way 
and when He opened to us the scrip- 
ture?” There come times when we 
recognize that what we thought was a 
mere glow of the soul, a mere natural 
zeal, has been really the voice of Jesus 
speaking to us. Another lesson was 
that Jesus appeared to them while they 
were talking about Him. So we may 
be sure that when we engage in godly 
conversation about our Savior, He is 
not far off. Another lesson is that He 
came to those who were enjoying the 
intercourse of friends. True friend- 
ship is the spirit of unity, and the spirit 
of unity is the spirit of Christ. Still 
another lesson: He opened the scrip- 
tures—the Old Testament. So we may 
— of Jesus in the seldom-read pages 
of the Old Testament. But there is 
‘still another lesson. It is one to the old 
people. Many sermons are preached 
to the young; few to the old. It is the 
eventide of life to many in this, chürch; 
the day of many 4a life is nearly spent.

A sermon on Christ's Word to 


Wicked Cities“ was preached by the 


pastor, Rev. J. S. Thomson, from the 


text, Woe unto the, Chorazin.“ Mat- 
thew xi, 21. 
Cities have fallen into ruins from 
many causes. Fanaticism destroyed 
Carthage and Jerusalem. Tyre and 
Sidon opposed progress. Political cor- 
ruption ruined Athens and Rome. 
Gross immorality cursed Sodom, Ca- 
pernaum and Corinth. The prophets of 
the Old Testament denounced. wicked 
cities plainly and _ severely. Christ 
prophesied the destruction of Caper- 
naum, The pulpit has the authority 
and example of the Bible for denounc- 
ing the wickedness of cities. The ex- 
citement in Fresno over the utterances 
of a revivalist concerning the sensual 
immorality of its population is suggest- 
ive. Because the preacher made an un- 
wise use of the freedom of speech, 
which is a privilege of American citi- 
zenship, some people are thoughtlessly 
clamoring for a law to punish the pul- 
pit for denouncing the sins and the sin- 
ners of any community and to deny 
free speech to one class of public speak- 
ers. These people would praise Herod 
tor beheading the Baptist, who de- 
nounced his adultery; they would laud 
the mean King of Jerusalem, who put 
the brave Jeremiah in prison for con- 
demning the sins and follies of the 
court; and they would honor the priests 
for crucifying Christ, because he had 
spoken against the hypocrisies and 
crimes of Jerusalem. The newspapers 
assume the right to criticise and con- 
demn the conduct of communities and 
individuals; and they often make blun- 
ders, say injudicious things and mis- 
represent their opponents. But they ex- 
pose crimes and criminals, hypocrites 


and imposters; and, by so doing, they 
a noble service to our civiliza- 
n. 


No reasonable person would demand 
a law 40 deprive the press of its free- 
dom to write against wrongs and false- 
hoods. It would be wiser and better 
for cities to reform their morals, 
if they have bad morals, than 
to persecute their critics. If the mor- 
als of a city are good, the citizens can 
afford to treat the foolish words of a 
preacher with silent contempt. Con- 
scious innocence generally makes very 
little fuss over the fanatical attacks of 
strangers. In a free country a law 
without the conscience of the people 
behind it to enforce it is useless; and, as 
long as men are for sale in 
a nation, municipal government will 
be corrupt. Birmingham, Glasgow, 
Buda-Pesth, and other cities, have 
shown that it is possible to manage eit- 
ies with wisdom and honesty. For 
those who take a moral and religious 
interest in the education and character 
of their children, the moral conditions 
and the religious atmosphere of the 
city are of prime importance; for home 
instruction and example are often neu- 
tralized by impure companionships, bad 
public examples, alluring temptations 
and diabolical opportunities for vice. 

Jerusalem proved itself to be unwor- 
thy of its noble inheritance, its grand 
prophets and its providential opportu- 
nities; and Christ wept over the doomed 
city and its lost opportunities. It is 
‘the elect souls of the race that will be 
its leaders. “The consensus the 
competent” of today will be the'com- 
mon standard of the future; and, to 
these choice souls of our time, Christ’s 
hopeful words are applicable: “Fear 
not, little*flock, for it is your Father's 
good pleasure to give you the king- 
dom.” The multitude will travel in the 
broad way: but God's standard-bearers 
W choose the narrow way of truth

He 
is also @ surprise in his power to pro- 
ject his forces beyond himself. Not as 
one molds unconscious clay is this done. 
but as one soul persuades another 
soul, touching the subtle chords which 
vibrate in the inner being, moving the 
judgment, affections, will, and this only, 
as they are persuaded or dissuaded. 

“Higher still in rank is the ability 
to draw a fellow-man from the un- 
hallowed, and to stimulate in him the 
resolutions of righteousness.

While men ask ‘What can man do? Al-! : 
Frederick the Great, Napo-

leon will be in evidence, though be- 
neath the portrait of each we must 
Write, ‘mean, though mighty.“ But 
over against such characters is a pro- 


cession of the equally noble and nota- | 
Ie, whose lives have left no stain and | 


whose achievements stand as an abid- 


ing blessing. But beyond all other 
‘achievements is that life and effort 


which succeeds in turning many away 


from iniquity.’ 

‘This must be true in the nature of 
things, because the object affected by 
the achievement is of the highest 
value.That object is man! Nothing on 
this earth outranks men, women and 
children; since they were called into 
being, the Creator has not seen fit to 
produce a greater. One of the great- 
est possible deeds is that which helps 
to save a man from ruin; one of the 
most dreadful deedsis that which ruins 
man. de 

“And because of the end of the 
achievement, iniquity bars the soul 
from God; even in the act of prayer, it 
blinds the soul to God; it shuts the 
gates of heaven; it cannot be long con- 


cealed, for in the very nerve and fiber |, 


of the soul it is written, ‘be sure your 
sin will find you out.’ The man of 
whom Malachi wrote did not persuade 
men that sin was a myth, nor did he 
help them to hide what was wrong. but 
he did turn many away from iniquity. 
“Often those in whom there is no 
Sympathy with personal godliness, 
nor real revulsion against wrong, set 
out on a crusade against some public 
evil and with great outcry call upon 
the community to follow their lead. Do 
they succeed? No! Some public ‘evil 
disturbed by the clamor, may hide 
for a day, but, as far as such men are 
concerned, it feels no rebuke nor does 
it turn the tempted away from,.the 
evil. There is no moral power in their 
hearts; no cry of moral victory in their 
voices. But such men as the one 
portrayed by Malachi become an 
arousement and an inspiration to 
others. uch men gather a moral 
momentum, an accumulation of re- 
demptive moral force which ex- 
erts itself upon other men, through 
a thousand channels. By their antag- 
onism to evil, by the contagion of their 
example, by their definite purpose, un- 
erring endeavor and influence, they 
turn many away from iniquity. And 
under such an influence the sway is 
not only from iniquity,-but on and out 
and up into positive Christ-living, 
Christ-loving. ; 
“Such is the man for whom the world 
waits. What nobler ambition, what 
holier passion, what stronger safe- 
guard for one’s self than this—to make 


turn many from iniquity.” 9 

Prof. W. C. Wilkinson of Chicago 
University gave an addregs at the 3 
o’clock meeting. He said: “ ‘Paul, a ser- 
vant of Jesus Christ.” I suppose if I 
should declare this to be the most re- 
markable group of words ever written 
many would disagree with me, and 
yet I deem them such. He was a man 
of most lordly character, niost brilliant 


intellectual gt of the highest po- 
litical promise, and of a commanding 
Will. Who was Jesus Christ? A Jew 


of lowly birth, with no intellectual 
gifts, ho social standing, and who died 
the shameful death of the cross. 

“It was wonderful that Paul should 
write himself down as bond slave, yet 
that is the meaning of the word, of 
this crucified malefactor. He hated. 
despise persecuted Christ. Had 


His name from the earth, and yet he 
had a tender heart and often shed 
tears. Still he so hated Jesus that he 
was engaged in this bloody work of per- 
secution; but while on the way between 
Damascus and Jerusalem this lordly 
and hating man, without any prepara- 
tion whatever, suddenly became the 
bond slave of Christ and afterwards 
spent the whole of his life in the serv-. 
ice of Christ. 7 

I give it to you as a problem to solve. 
How do you account for it, that such 
@ man as Paul was willing to write 
himself as the bond slave of Christ? 
Many of you will remember Edward 
Everett. If he had consented to write 
himself as the bond servant of Joseph 
Smith, the founder of Mormonism it 
would not have been so remarkable as 
that Paul should write himself the 
bond servant of Christ. There is an 
easy solution to the problem. Jesus re- 
vealed Himself ‘to’ Paul and trans- 
formed him at once into a servant. 
This man with his sensitive tempera- 
ment was thrust.into a Roman prison, 
his back beaten with rods until it was 
raw; his feet thrust into the stocks, 
any yet in the darkness he prayed and 
sang praises to God. This little inci- 
dent of victory placed Paul in the 
front rank of heroes. He triumphed, 
rejoiced and gloried in God. I propose 
to you that you take Jesus Christ as 
Master. Paul said we preach Christ 
as Lord. That is the way 1 present 


Him to you. Obedience is to bow the 


will and take Jesus as Master. It is 
sometimes called conversion. God does 
the chief part, but our part is to submit 
our wills to God’s will. What Jesus 
commanded we know. only from the 
Bible. Many read the Bible for profit, 
do not make it a manual of prac- 
ce, 

“In this life-long, never-ending cam- 
paign, I give you.this precept: ‘Abhor 
that which is evil.“ If in boyhood I 
had had this precept impressed upon 
me, I should have lived further away 
from sin than I did. When even y 
are tempted to do wrong let that pre- 
cept control you. you know that 
most all the faults we commit we 
commit with the tongue? We are bid- 
den to keep the door of our lips and go 
forward in humble obedience.”

BLOODHOUNDS ON TRAIL. 


MURDERER GEORGE TAYLOR 18 
STILL AT LIBERTY. 


He is Believed to Have Continued 
His Flight by “Freightrain. 
His Brother is in Jail Heavily 
Guarded — Suspicious Strangers 
About. 
x ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRED 
“CARROLLTON (Mo.,) April 12.— 
George Taylor, who escaped Jast night, 
mineteen days before the day set for his 
execution for the brutal murder of the 
Meeks family, is still at large with lit- 
tle chance of being recaptured. His 
brother William is still in jail, which 
is heavily guarded. Fifteen armed men, 
strangers, have arrived in town and 
Deputy Sheriff Shelton, fearing an at- 
tempt to lynch the prisoner, has ordered 
the local militia company to be in readi- 
ness to act. 
Fifty men spent all last night and to- 
day trailing Taylor. The bloodhounds 
traced the trail only a quarter of a 
mile out of town, where some confed-. 
erate evidently met him with a ve- 
ihicle. The dogs ‘next struck the trail 
four miles from town near the Wabash 
tracks, but, after following it a short 
distance, again lost it at a pond near 
the Santa Fé tracks. Some people be- 
lieve that George jumped a passing 
freight here and got out of the coun- 
try. An unknown man was seen to 
alight from the blind baggage of a 
Santa Fé train later near Marceline 
and hounds have been sent there. in 
hopes that a clew is thus furnished. 
Although there is talk of storming 
the jail, it is not thought that an at- 
tempt will be made today at least. 
Searching parties have been to the 
houses of relatives of the Taylors that 
‘reside in this country. At one place 
there was an indication that some one 
had spent a part of the night there. 


The house is being closely watched. 1 
The people of Browning were unable 


to secure a special train last night, but 
this morning fifteen men came from 
the north. They were heavily armed 
and were prepared for business. Sev- 
eral parties have returned from the 
search today, but no one could give 
anything definite. George Taylor has 
two cousins living on the river south- 
east of Carrollton, and if he crossed the 
river, it is thought the would attempt 
to cross at that point. The people of 
this town are not at all surprised at the 
escape. It had been expected for some 
time. The Attorney-General  tele- 
graphed here today for an affidavit 
from Sheriff Stanley about the escape 
of Taylor. This was forwarded to- 
night. The motion for a rehearing 
comes up Tuesday before the Supreme 
Court, and this, it is believed, will pre- 
vent it being heard, and makes sure 
of the executlon of Bill Taylor on the 

It ts now conceded on all hands that 
George Taylor was on the roof of the 


jail at the time that Bill Taylor and} 


were captured, and that 
ihe escaped on the east side of the jail 
by climbing down the smokestack of 
the furnace.

An Ominous Calm Before the Momen- 
tous Day. 


The review of the forces on the eve 
of Pasadena’s political battle points 
to indications of Republican victory 
and the “parting shot“ of the campaign, 
as fired in the Tabernacle Saturday 
night, where reform“ was urged, in the 
same breath in which orators declared 
that they found nothing reprehensible 
in Pasadena’s government in the past, 
and had no fault to find with the can- 
didates of the party on the straight 
ticket appears to have widely missed its 
mark in many particulars. 

It was not considered in the best 
taste for men who are heavy stockhold- 
ers in the citizens’ organ to ridicule, on 
the platform, the local Republican 
organ, and challenge its truthfulness 
without producing proof of its falsity, 
and the latter was not done.
